HOME ON LEAVE. 



Spoke on the Bible and Iti Inter- 
pretation in Different 
Generation!. 

A goodly number of students gath- 
ered together In Strathcona Hall last 
night to inaugurate the Bible Study 
movement for the present session. A 
sumptuous supper was provided by the 
And the seventy or more men who 
sat down seemed to do ample Jus 
tice to the fare provided. 

The meeting was under the chair- 
manship of H. Brady, Arts '18 act- 
ing on behalf of A. Walsh, who was 
unavoidably absent, but who came 
later. 

Rev. Dr. Symonds, well known to 
University students, i delivered an ex- 
tremely interesting and practical ad- 
dress, suitable to the occasion. • He 
spoke of the extraordinary variety of 
Interpretations which had been given 
of the Bible In tho past. There were 
gulfs separating different generations 
in the matter of Biblical interpreta- 
tion. In the early centuries of Chris- 
tianity the Allegorical method of in- 
terpretation was mostly used. By 
this means Inconsistencies and diffi- 
culties In the Old Testament were 
overcome. There Is more light to 
come out of God's word than we have 
yet received, said the speaker. This 
is a testimony to the wonderful power 
of the Bible to meet tho needs of all 
generations. Each generation finds new 
Interpretation, while for most other 
forms of literature, as, for example, 
Shakespeare, there is only one method. 
In this the Bible is unique. 

How does the Bible have a hold on 
each generation, asked the speaker? 
It Is the great book of the human ex- 
perience of the one people who 'had a 
peculiar genius for religion. 

Speaking of progressive revelation. 
Dr. Symonds said that It has become 
popular to overcome difficulties of 
Biblical interpretation. There are 
some who do'not like this Idea. No 
one can, however, doubt' but that the 
spiritual power of the New Testa- 
ment 10 greater than the spiritual 
power of the Old Testament. In the 
teaching of Christianity something 
higher and better has come, la this 
not papgresslve revelation? The New 
Testament is thus a progression on 
the Old Mosaic Law. St. Paul also 
shows signs of tho progressive revela- 
tion. 

One of the hopeful signs of the 
present period Is that it is an ad- 
vance on the age which has gone be- 
fore, and especially In Bible Study, 
The great theme now Is Jesus Christ 
Himself, and the Mind of Christ, and 
to this study much of the best scholar- 
ship of the day Is being devoted In 
order to set It forth suitably for study 
classes. 

Dr. Symonds urged that In their 
study of the Bible men try to find out 
the mind of Christ and relation to the 
practical problems of life. 

Dr. Symonds was followed by Rev. 
Mr. McCutcheon, who has promised to 
lead a Bible Study group this ses- 
sion. 

John Bradford, of the Central- T., 
began with his Indispensable story, 
but very soon led his hearers on to 
the serious side of the question. In 
his own Inimitable way he showed 
how men require to measure up to 
life's responsibilities at a much ear- 
lier age now than ever before. We 
are telling things to high school boys 
now which before we told to Univer- 
sity istudents, said he. Mr. Brad- 
ford is leading a group of senior, men 
In the application of Christ's teach- 
ings to the social, .political and econo- 
mic problems of the present day. 

Jim Coote, Doc. Busby and Prof. 
Riley also spoke as prospective lead- 
ers of groups. ' 

The meeting -decided ta adopt a 
plan suggested by Don. McLeod, I.e., 
to meet every Monday night for a 
bean supper, and thence to their re- 
spective study gr/oups. 

Secretary McLeod urged on the men 
the seriousness of the matter, and 
hoped that the Bible study groups 
would Increase In numbers and lnter>- 
est. • _• ' * - 

The meeting closed with the sing- 
ing of the National Anthem.

The Cercle has always been one of 
the most flourishing and successful 
clubs around College, and this year's 
prospects permit the executive ta 
think they will be able to continue 
past successes. Twenty-five members, 
Including many from former years, 
sat down to supper. After a very 
satisfactory repast, the meeting re- 
tired to the hall, to discuss their busi- 
ness and enjoy the programme. 

Mr. Rochedleu, the president, wel- 
comed the new members, expressing 
the wish that they would help to keep 
up the good reputation the club had 
acquired. He then proceeded to read 
a poem, which impressed upon those 
present v the various regulations of 
the society. It was a clever, original 
work, and received the applause It de- 
served from an appreciative audience. 

Inasmuch as two of the Cercle's of- 
ficers are not at the University this 
year, namely, the Vice-president and 
the Secretary, new officers had to 
be elected. A. S. Noad was unani- 
mously appointed Vice-President, 
while the position of Secretary fell 
to O. Klineberg, who was also unop- 
posed. Both gentlemen made speeches 
in which they thanked those present 
for the confidence that had been 
placed In them, and promised to give 
their full attention to furthering the 
interests "of the Club. 

Various members then made sug- 
gestions with regard to encouraging 
the members to participate in tmV 
programmes of the society. Follow- 
ing up the suggestions, J. K. Mergler 
was elected to the programme com- 
mittee. The members will be called 
upon to write papers In tho French 
language, to debute In French, and to 
co-operate with the executive with a 
view to making the meetings as en- 
joyable as possible. Prominent speak- 
ers are also to be Invited to speak. 

The meeting also arranged to hold 
one or two assemblies with the mem- 
bers of the Société Française of the 
R. V. C. 

Hereupon, the president Introduced 
the" speaker of the evening, Dr. Vll- 
lard. The doctor lu always a source 
of enjoyment whenever he addresses 
the Cercle, and last night proved no 
exception. Taking for his subject "The 
French Language and the War," Dr. 
Villard gave a most interesting and 
much -appreciated talk. 

Pointing out how "The war has af- 
fected all things, he went. on to show 
Its. influence on the French language. 
Many new words, many new phrases 
have found their way Into the lan- 
guage, which previous to August, 1914, 
were' never known. These words have 
now becoHje stock phrases. Neverthe- 
less in spite of the wide acceptance 
of this new war phraseology, the 
speaker was of the opinion that with 
the* passing of the war, -we -would also 
see the passing of the new language, 
in common with other things and con- 
ditions which have arisen as a result 
of the struggle alone, and therefore 
fill only a temporary need. 

Dr. Villard then touched upon a 
subject of which we have all heard so 
much — the wonderful spirit of endur- 
ance shown by the French soldiers; 
their cheerfulness, their reservation 
and their ability to meet death with 
Spartan courage. His mention of ac- 
tual conditions ft the front, of vari- 
ous incidents which depicted trench 
life, made his address particularly en- 
tertaining. "This spirit of patrio- 
Ism," said the speaker, "holds true of 
the women of France, as w'èll as of 
the men." He then cited the case of 
a child who saved a whole French 
army by her quick thought, and even 
quicker action. Seeing the hordes of 
Germans advancing, she blew up a 
bridge left unprotected by the death 
of the guard, thereby impeding the 
advance of the conquering . army," 
which permitted the French to bring 
up reinforcements and extricate them- 
selves from a perilous position. An- 
other Incident -referred to a school 
teacher who saved her scholars from 
the hands of the Huns by adopting 
a bold a'ttitude of resistance, and 
oolnting out to them how cowardly 
their assault on undefended children 
would appear.

It is the undergraduate at Harvard 
who Is responsible for the failure of 
that University to be represented on 
the gridiron or in other sports thla 
year, according to an article in the 
Harvard Alumni Bulletin. The 
writer saya: 

"Princeton, Yale and Harvard 
have been subjected to some criti- 
cism because they, unlike most of 
the American colleges, have practice 
ally given up Intercollegiate athletics 
for the duration of the war. The 
Bulletin cannot speak for Yale or 
Princeton, but, bo far as Harvard is 
concerned,, the usual athletic sched- 
ule* have been dropped became Har- 
vard undergraduates show little in- 
terest In football, baaeball, rowing, 
and the other forms of sport. Ef- 
forts were made last spring to de- 
velop scrub nines and crews, with 
the hope that contests might be ar- 
ranged with some of the nearby col- 
leges, but the Harvard students were 
so much absorbed in military train 
ing and other activities connected 
with the' war that they had no de 
sire to take part in athletics. 

It. would be Impossible to carry on 
in Cambridge this fall the football 
training which has hitherto led up 
to the games with Princeton and 
Yale; the Interest in thoae. activities, 
was much below par last year, and 
it has practically now disappeared. 
The responsibility for the abandon- 
ment of inter-collegiate athletics at 
Harvard rests chiefly on the under- 
graduates themselves; the expecta- 
tion that they may soon go to the 
front, news of the deaths of their 
former companions, and the expec- 
tation that the list of Harvard dead 
and missing will soon grow much 
larger have put athletics in the 
background. 

Those who have believed that ln- 
ter-colleglate athletics were tremen- 
dously exaggerated are beginning to 
hope that the cessation of games be- 
tween Harvard and Us closest friends 
In sport may perhaps lead to a 
sounder basis for rivalry. The time 
and money spent in preparation for 
the Prlnceton-Harvard-Yale contests, 
the publicity given to each annual 
series of meets, their Interference 
with the functions which institutions 
of learning are supposed to perform, 
and the steadv approach of Inter- 
collegiate athletics to the standards 
of professionalism have been deploy 
ed by many friends of aport. If the 
war brings about a reform of some 
of the existing ajbuses, that result 
will be welcomed, although attained 
at a terrific cost."' ■ ^ "

Sir Arthur Lee, K.C.B., M.P., DIroc 
tor of Food Production under the près 
ent Government, who was' Professor 
of Strategy and Tactics at the Royal 
Military College, Kingston, Canada, 
from 1893—1888, has presented to the 
nation his estate of Checquers, with 
the mansion house,' library, and trea- 
surea of historic and artistic inter- 
est, In order that the house may, af- 
ter the death of the present owners, 
be used as the official country resi- 
dence of the British Prime Minister 
for the time being. 

Mr. Lloyd George's letter of thanks 
for this munificent gift reads as fol- 
lows: 

10 Downing Street, 

Whitehall, S.W., 
August 29, 1917. 
My Dear Lee,— Your offer in regard 
to the Checquera Estate is most gen- 
erous and beneficent, and one for 
which Prime Ministers of England in 
the future will have much to thank 
you. The gift which you are now be- 
queathing in advance to the nation is 
in its very essence an indication of

A similar gift was made some years 
ago when Cecil Rhodes presented his 
country home at Capetown for the 
use of the Prime Ministers of the 
United Colonies of South Africa, a 
gift which General Botha Is now en- 
joying. 

Sir Arthur Lee's scheme Is not a 
mere whim, but' a carefully thought 
out policy,, based upon a long experi- 
ence of political life and official con- 
ditions, and of the beneficial effect 
that the climate and atmosphere of 
Checquers invariably exercise upon 
hard-working men of affairs. A suf- 
ficient endowment Is provided • to 
cover the cost of a permanent nucleus 
of servants, of keeping up the gar- 
dens and grounds, of maintenance and 
repairs, etc. There Is also a "residen- 
tial" allowance for the official occu- 
pant, calculated In a fashion deliber- 
ately designed to . encourage , regular 
week-end visits. The estate consists 
of gardens and grounds around the 
house, the farms, woods, and Coombe 
Hill,- the highest point of the Chllterns, 
commanding one of _the_wideat pros- 
pects In England, which was given to 
the "National Trust" in 1918. The 
deed provides that the whole of the 
farms, with all their buildings, stock, 
and machinery, shall be leased rent 
free to the Board of Agriculture, to 
be maintained and run' as a model 
farm, and as a centre of up-to-date 
agricultural influence in the Chllterns. 

Checquers Is situated about forty 
miles north-west of London, and 
stands In a sheltered hollow of the 
Chlltern Hills, nearly 700 feet above 
the sea. The present house is Tudor 
In origin and des ign; and the remains 
of the ancient "castle" of Cymbellne, 
the reputed birthplace of Caractacus 
(about A.D. 1), are_stlll prominent In 
Its Park. A great many valuable pic- 
tures, books and relics are included 
In the gift, among, which are portraits, 
miniatures, life-mask, slippers, and 
swords of Oliver Cromwell (one of

Future generations of Prime Minis- 
ters will think with gratitude of the 
Impulse which has thus prompted you 
so generously to .place this beautiful 
mansion at their disposal. I have 
no doubt that such a retreat will do 
much to alleviate the cares of State 
which they will Inherit along with 
It. and you will earn the grateful 
thanks of those whose privilege It Is 
to enjoy It. 

You have my full authority to go 
ahead with the scheme, to approach 
the other trustees, and to take what- 
ever steps may be necessary to bring 
the trust into effective existence.

■This week Saturday will find a num- 
ber of football games being played in 
the eastern, western and southern 
parts of the United States which a.vt 
going to produce some splendid com- 
petition, and also bo regarded as "big" 
contests. This week will find the 
coaches busy preparing for special 
plays to be used In these games, and 
they will have to work hard to keep 
their elevens on the winning side of 
the slate, judging from some of the 
results noted last Saturday. 

There was more than one surprise 
In Eastern college circles, Saturday. 
While Bowdoln is given credit for 
winning the Maine State championship 
title, tho Brunswick College failed to 
come through the season without a 
defeat, as the University of Maine 
sprang a big surprise Saturday by 
winning 14 to 0. But for the fact 
Bates and Colby played a 6 to 6 tie, 
Bowdoln 1 could hardly claim the title. 
As It is> Bowdoln captured the honors 
by winning two games and losing one, 
while Bates finished second with one 
won, one lost and one tied. The war 
cut heavily Into all four colleges and 
the series, while It furnished some 
interesting competition, lacked Its 
usual championship class. 

Two eastern games which attracted 
a whole lot of attention, but were not 
college affairs, were the Charlestown 
(Mass.), Navy Yard-Camp Devons 
battle in the Harvard Stadium, Bos- 
ton, and the Newport Naval Reserve 
First Maine Heavy Artillery battle In 
the Yale Bowl, at New Haven. 

Charlestown secured an easy vic- 
tory at Boston, 28 to 0, and Newport 
won at New Haven, 39 to 0. The 
games were very spectacular, and gave 
the spectators a chance to see a large 
number of college stars In action; but 
they were, so one-sided that they 
lacked much In the way of Interesting 
competition. 

Syracuse furnished somewhat of a 
surprise by defeating Brown, 6 to 0.

The report drawn up by the com 
mlttee of the German Socialist Party 
for the impending party congress at 
Wursburg has been published In the 
Socialist press. It covers the period 
from April 1, 1913, to March SI, 1917. 
and thus affords, for the first tim.j 
since the outbreak of hostilities, 
comprehensive view of how "official" 
Socialism in Germany has fared dur 
ing the war. 

The figures quoted tell their own 
tale. The registered membership has 
been as follows: March 31, 1914, 1, 
086,905, Including 174.764 women 
March SI, 1916, 685,898, including 134, 
C63 women; March 31, 1916. 482,611. In 
eluding 112,418 women; March SI, 1917 
243,061, Including 66.608 women. 
* These figures, It is observed, throw 
into relief the effect of the war and of 
the party split. WltlTVegard to the 
first H is pointed out that one result 
of the proclamation of a "state 
siege" was the dissolution of political 
organizations In the frontier provinces; 
and it is added that almost half the 
male membership of the party was 
called to the colors on the outbreak of 
war, and that this number has since 
risen approximately to 76 per cent, of 
the entire male membership. It -Is re 
gretfully admitted, however, that the 
number of women members has also 
decreased considerably, the main rea 
son advanced being that, soldiers' 
wives, having been excused the pay 
ment of their member's subscription 
on the outbreak of war, have since 
largely^ lost touch with their partlcu 
lar Socialist organizations. Ab for the 
party spilt, it is stated that the loss 
of membership it has caused has been 
chiefly felt in Greater Berlin, Leipzig, 
Frankfort. a|M., East Prussia, the 
Lower Rhine, .Brunswick, Halle, Er 
'furt, and Thurlngia. . 

The rest of the report is /occupied 
with a review, of the party's policy and 
activities during the war, Including an 
account of the circumstances attend 
Ing- the party split, the capture of the 
Vorwarts from . the Minority, and so 
'on. In connection with the work ac 
complished, special stress is- laid on 
the increased share taken by women 
In social work, and the stand made 
by the youth committees against the 
order enforcing compulsory saving, 
and the movement for Instituting mill 
tary training for boys. In the sec 
tlon devoted to poîlcy, the position 
taken "up by the Socialist Majority on 
August 4, 1914, and since Is defended, 
and it Is proclaimed that while the par 
ty stands uncompromisingly for the 
demoocatlzation of German state life, 
neither it nor the people at largo will 
brook outside interference In the mat 
ter. 

Meanwhile It Is Interesting to note 
that on the strength of this report the 
Socialist Minority, the Independent So- 
cialist Party, . has come forward with 
the claim that it Is now almost as 
strong as the Majority, According to 
the Lelpzlger<Volkszeltung it now has 
over 120,000 paying members, exclu- 
sive of sympathizers in the field, and 
new members and organisations are 
Joining every day. Moreover, the Leip- 
zig paper calculates that the mem-
